LONDON,  September  17. 
Private  letters  mention  the  marching 
of  the  Ruffian  and  Britilh  troops,  for  the 
neighbourhood  of  Alkmaar,  where  the  ar 
my  is  itmngly  c;. trenched.  Alkmaar  has 
been  fommoned  and  will  beafTaulted.  The 
prince  of  Orange  has  5000  Dutch  vohii 
teers  with  him.  A  flotilla  is  ordered  to 
bombard  Amfterdam,  while  yoo  voluntcei 
feamen  attack  the  Dutch  forts. 

The  French  threaten,  and  are  Mttkinf 
preparations  for  a  general  inundation  0 
the  country — but  the  Dutch  will  oppofji 
the  meafure. 

Great  numbers  of  the  Dutch  troops 
join  the  prince's  flag. 

As  foon  as  the  Ruffian  and  other  rein- 
forcements arrive,  the  army  puflics  for- 
ward. Three  reinforcements  readied  the 
army  bh  Monday  laft, 

September  19. 
ARMY  OF  THE  RHINE,  8cc 
The  Hamburg  mail  due  on  Sunday  ar- 
rived laft  night.  The  molt  important  in- 
telligence brot  by  it  is  from  Switzerland 
and  the  Rhine.  The  French  have  croffed 
the  Rhine  in  order  to  divert  the  attentyoi 
of  the  arch-duke  and  to  oblige  him  to  di 
vide  Ids  forces.  They  are  now  advancing 
in  two  columns  of  re  trly  twenty  thoufand 
men  each  to  Darlach  and  ileilbrun,  and 
feem  to  threaten  the  arch-duke  by  Schaff- 
haufen,  while  Maffena  is  to  attack  him  i  1 . 
front.  His  royal  highnefs  therefore  has 
quitted  Switzerland  with  a  large  part  o\ 
his  army,  and  has  marched  to  Donaue- 
fchingen,  in  order  to  check  the  progrels 
of  the  French  army,  in  which  the  ac- 
counts from  Frankfort  fay  he  has  been 
fuccefsful.  General  Hotze  commands  thj 
Aultrians  and  Ruffians  in  the  abfelice  ot 
the  arch-ddke.  But  Hotze,  with  an  ar- 
my fo  much  inferior  to  Maffena's  can  on- 
ly acl  ilrictly  on  the  defenfive.  He  ib 
waiting  anxioully  for  the  reinforcements 
from  Italy  under  gen.  Kray :  Lecourbe  is 
again  marching  againft  Coire. 

The  French,  it  is  obvious  have  no  idea 
of  maintaining  them  felves  in  Suabia — they 
will  probably  retreat  as  the  Aultrians 
advance.  An  article  from  Diefburg  men- 
tions, that  they  were  defeated  by  the  Au- 
ftrians lix  leagues  from  Heidelberg  ;  but 
by  forcing  the  arch-duke  to  march  into 
Suabia,  they  expdl  that  Malfena  will  fuc- 
ceed  in  forcing  the  Auftrians  to  evacuate 
Switzerland. 

The  arch-duke  has  ifTued  a  new  circu- 
lar letter  to  the  princes  of  the  Germanic 
circles, calling  on  them  for  their  contin- 
gc  ts  .  The  letter  ouferves  that  the  pre- 
terit is  the  molt  favourable  moment  for 
Germany  to  recover  its  antient  frontiers. 

In  the  elftorate  of  Mentz,  the  people 
have  unexpectedly  rifen  en  marie,  driven 
the  French  back  to  Offenbach,  and  threat- 
ened the  city  of  Mentz,  which,  as  thell  as 
Well  as  Caff.

To  the  ftate  of  New-Hampfhire  feventy-feven  thoufand,  feven  hun- 
dred and  five  dollars,  thirty-fix  cents,  and  two  mills, 

To  the  Rate  of  Maffachufetts,  two  hundred  and  fixty  thoufand,  four  hun- 
dred and  thirty-five  dollars,  thirty-one  cents,  and  two  mills. 

To  the  ftate  of  Rhode-Hland,  thirty-feven  thoufand  five  hundred  and 
two  dollars  and  eight  cents. 

To  the  ftate  of  Connecticut,  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  thoufand, 
feven  hundred  and  fixty-feven  dollars,  and  two  mills. 

To  the  ftate  of  Vermont,  forty-fix  thoufand,  eight  hundred  and  fixty- 
four  dollars,  eighteen  cents,  and  feven  mills.

To  the  ftate  of  Virginia,  three  hundred  and  forty-five  thoufand,  four, 
hundred  and  eightv-eight  dollar.;,  fixty-fix  cents  and  five  mills. 

To  the  ftate  of  Kentucky,  thirty-feven  thoufand,  fix  hundred  and  forty- 
three  dollars,  ninety-nine  cents,  and  feven  mills. 

To  the  ftate  of  North-Carolina,  one  hundred  and  ninety-three  thoufand, 
fix  hundred  and  nincty-feven  dollars,  ninety-fix  cents,  and  five  mills. 

To  the  ftate  of  TenncfTee,  eighteen  thoufand,  eight  hundred  and  fix  dol- 
lars, thirty-eight  cents,  and  three  mills. 

To  the  ftat^  of  South-Carolina,  one  hundred  and  twelve  thoufand,  nins 
hundred  and  ninety-feven  dollars,  feventv  three  cents  and  nine  mills. 

And  to  the  ftate  of  Georgia,  thirty -eight  thoufand  eight  hundred  and 
fourrcen  dollars,  eighly-feven  cents  and  five  mills. 

Sec.  z.  And  be  it  f  urther  cnarted,  That  the  faid  tax  fliall  be  coHcclcd 
by  the  fupervifors,  infpectors  and  c  olleclors  of  the  internal  revenues  of  the 
United  States,  under  trie  direction  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Treafury,  and 
purfu*nt  to  fuel)  regulations  a*  he  lUall  eitabliih,  and  ftull  fcfe  uffeficd  upou 
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be  payable  to  the  United  States,  with  condition  for  the  true  and  faithful 
dil charge  of  the  duties  of  his  office,  according  to  law,  and  particularly,  for 
the  due  collection  and  payment  of  ail  monies  a  fie  fled  upon  fuchdiftrict. 

Sec.  8.  And  be  it  further  enacled,  That  the  afotefaid  tax  fluil  be,  and  re- 
main a  lien  upon  all  lands,  and  other  veal  eftate,  and  all  Haves,  of  the  indi- 
viduals who  may  be  aflefied  for  the  lame,  during  two  years  after  ths  time 
when  it  fiiall  become  dut  and  payable  according  to  this  a£t ;  and  the  faid 
lien  fhall  extend  to  each  and  every  part  of  all  tracts  or  lots  of  land,  or 
dweiling  houfes,  which  fliall  be  valued  according  to  the  aforefaid  act,  not- 
Withftanding  the  fame  mty  have  been  divided  or  alienated,  in  part,  unlefs 
an  apportionment  of  thefjvaluaticn  thereof  fliall  have  been  made  and  re- 
corded, purfoant  to  the  aforefaid  art,  prior  to  the  time  wheli  trie  collection 
lifts  fliall  have  been  ftated,  in  mariner  herfin  before  prefcribed. 

Sec.  9.  And  bz  it  further  cnaCled,'l  each  of  the  faid  collectors  (bail, 
immediately  after  receiving  his  collection  lift,  advertife,  by  notifications, 
to  be  pofled  up  in  at  leafc  four  public  places  in  each  collection  di Uriel,  that 
the  laid  tax  has  become  due  and  payable,  and  the  times  and  places  at  which 
he  will  attend  to  receive  the  fame  ;  and,  in  refpect  to  peribns  who  fliall 
not  attend,  according  to  fuch  notifications',  it  fliall  be  the  duty  of  each  col- 
lector to  apply  once  at  their  refpective  dwellings,  within  fuch  diitrict,  and 
there  demand  the  taxes  payable  by  fuch  perfons  ;  and  if  the  faid  tales 
fhall  not  be  then  paid,  or  within  twenty  d;.\5  thereafter,  it  (hall  be  lawful 
for  fuch  collector  to  proceed  to  collect  the  laid  taxes,  by  diitrefs  and  fale 
of  the  goods,  chattels  or  e fleets  of  the  perfons  delinquent  as  aforefaid, 
with  a  commifiion  of  eight  per  centum  upon  the  faid  taxes,  to  and  for  the 
ufe  of  fuch  collector:  Provided,  That  it  fliall  not  be  lawful  to  make  dif- 
trefs  of  the  tools  or  implements  of  a  trade  or  profeliion,  beads  of  the  plough 
neceflary  for  the  cultivation  of  improved  lands,  arms,  or  the  houfchold  u- 
teniils,  or  apparel  neccfTary  for  a  family. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  ent  Sled*  That  except,  as  aforefaid,  all  goods, 
chattels,  and  perianal  effects  whatever,  being  or  remaining  on  lands, fubjedl 
to  the  faid  tax  ;  and  all  grafs,  or  produce  of  farms,  {landing  and  growing 
thereon,  (hall  and  may  be  taken  and  fold  for  the  payment  of  the  laid  tax, 
under  fuch  regulations  as  have  been  or  may  be  made  for  the  fale  of  goods 
or  effects  taken  ond  fold  by  diitrefs  :  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  con- 
tained (hall  invalidate  or  impair  any  contract  or  agreement  between  any 
landlord,  tenant  or  other  pcrfon,  relative  to  the  payment  of  taxes. 

Sec.  11.  And  be  it  further  cnaclcd,  That  in  refpeet  to  lands,  dwelling 
houfes  and  Haves,  which  fliall  not  be  owned  by,  or  in  the  occupation,  or 
under  the  care  orfuperintendar.ee  of  fomc  perfon  within  the  collection 
diitrict  where  the  fame  (ball  be  Situated  or  found  at  the  time  of  the  afieiT- 
ment  aforefaid,  the  faid  collectors  refpectively,  upon  receiving  lifts  of  fuch 
lands,  dwelling  houfes,  or  Caves,  in  manner  aforefaid,  fliall  tranfmit  copies 
of  fuch  lifts,  certified  under  their  hands  respectively,  to  the  furveyors  of 
the  revenue  for  the  a  fie  Anient  dhtricts  refpectively  within  which  the  per- 
fons owning,  or  having  the  care  and  fuperintendance  of  fuch  dwelling  hou- 
fes, lands  or  flaves,  may  rcfide,  if  fuch  perfons  be  known,  together  with  a 
ftatement  of  the  amount  of  taxes  aflefled  as  aforefaid  upon  fuch  dwelling 
houfes,  lands  or  Haves,  refpectively,  and  a  notification  to  pay,  or  caufeto 
be  paid  the  faid  taxes  to  the  faid  collectors  refpeetivelv,  within  thirty  days 
after  fuch  notification  fliall  be  ferved  ?.s  is  herein  provided  ;  which  copies, 
itatements  and  notifications  the  furveyors  receiving  the  fame  refpe&tvely 
fliall  caufe  to  be  personally  ferved  on  the  aforefaid  perfons  refpecliveb  ,  or 
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left  at  their  ufual  places  of  abode  ;  and  {hall  caufe  an  affidavit  thereof,  by 
the  perfon  fervingor  leaving  the  fame  as  aforefaid,  with  the  time  of  fuch 
ferrice  or  leaving,  to  be  immediatelv  transmitted  to  the  aforefaid  colle6l- 
or  ;  and  if  fuch  pcrfons  being  notified  in  manner  aforefaid,  (hall  not,  with- 
in fixty  days  thereafter,  pay  the  faid  taxes  to  the  collector  of  the  cellec- 
tion  diftricl  where  the  laid  lands,  dwelling  houfes,  or  Haves,  {hall  be  fitua-^ 
ted,  or  tranfmrt  to  him  a  receipt  for  the  faid  taxes  in  the  manner  herein 
provided,  then  the  faid  collector  (hall  proceed  to  collect  the  faid  tax,  by  dif- 
trefs  and  fale  ?s  is  herein  directed  :  and  if  the  perfons  owning  or  having 
the  care  and  ftfperiptendance  of  any  fucli  lands,  dv/elling  houfes  or  Haves, 
mall  not  be  known,  then  the  aforefaid  collectors  (hall  caufe  the  faid  copies 
ftatements  and  notifications  to  be  publiflicd  for  fixty  days  in  four  gazettes 
of  the  ftate,  if  there  be  fo  many  ;  after  which  publication,  if  the  faid  tax- 
es fliall  not  be  paid,  the  faid  collectors  (hall  proceed  to  collect  the  fame 
by  diftrefs  and  fale,  in  the  manner  herein  provided. 

Sec.  12.  Provided  always,  and  be  it  further  c:u:clcd,  That  if  anv  perfon 
owning,or  having  the  fuperintendance  or  care  of  any  dwelling  houfes,  lands 
orflaves,  in  a  collceYSon  diftrict  other  than  that  in  which  lie  reiides,  and  be- 
ing ferved  with  fuxh  copy,  ftatement  and  notification  as  is  aforefaid,  fliall 
within  fixty  day^bcreafier,  pay  the  faid  taxes  to  the  collector  of  the  col- 
lection diftrict  within  which  lie  refides,  and  U'anfmit  a  receipt  therefor  to 
tiie  collector  fending  the  faid  copy,  ftatement  and  notification,  fuch  receipt 
fliall  be  a  difcharge  to  the  faid  laft  mentioned  collect^  for  the  faid  taxes, 
and  he  fliall  thereupon  forbear  to  collecTmem  ;  and  thq^llector  giving  fuch 
receipt  fliall  become  chargeable  with  the  faid  taxes,  and  fliall  account  there- 
for in  the  final  fettlement  of  the  accounts  of  his  colle6tion. 

Sec.  13.  And  be  it  further  enacled,  That  when  any  ta:v$^Tefled  on  lands 
or  houfes,  fliall  have  remained  unpaid  for  the  term  of  one  year,  the  collec- 
tor of  the  collection  dillrict  within  which  fuch  land  or  houfes  maybe  fitu- 
ated.  having  fir  (I  advertifed  the  fame  for  two  months,  in  fix  different  pub- 
lic places  within  the  faid  diitrict,  and  in  two  gazettes  in  the  ftate,  if  there 
be  fo  many,  one  of  which  fliall  be  the  gazette  in  which  the  laws  of  fuch 
ftate  fliall  be  publillied  by  authority  if  any  fuch  there  be,  Ihall  proceed  to 
fell  at  public  fale,  and  under  the  direction  of  the  infpector  of  the  furvev, 
either  the  dwelling  houfc,  or  fo  nnich  of  the  tract  of  land,  (as  the  cafe 
may  be)  as  may  be  neceflary  to  fatisfy  the  taxes  due  thereon  ;  together 
with  cods  and  charges,  not  exceeding  at  the  rate  of  one  per  centum,  fot* 
each  and  every  month  the  the  faid  tax  ihall  have  remained  due  and  un- 
paid. Provided,  That  in  all  cafes,  where  any  lands  or  tenements,  fliall 
be  fold  as  aforefaid,  the  owner  of  the  faid  lands  or  tenements,  his  heirs, 
executors  or  adminiftrators,  fliall  have  liberty  to  redeem  the  fame  at  any 
time  within  two  years  from  the  time  of  fale,  upon  payment  or  tender  of 
payment,  to  the  collector  for  the  time  being,  for#fc  ufe  of  the  purchafer, 
his  heirs  or  aflignees  of  the  amount  of  the  faid  taxes,  cofts  and  charges, 
with  intercft  for  the  fame,  at  the  rate  of  twelve  per  cent,  per  annum  ; 
and  upon  payment,  or  tender  of  payment  as  a,forefaid  fuch  fale  fliall  be 
void.  And  no  deed  fliall  be  given  in  purfuancc  of  any  fuch  fale,  until  the 
time  of  redemption  fliall  have  expired. 

Sec.  14.  And  be  it  further  enaStcd,  That  the  fupervifors  of  the  refpec- 
tive  diftricts,  fliall  keep  true  and  exact  accounts  of  all  taxes  due  and  pay- 
able in  each  collection  diftriet,  and  fliall  charge  the  amount  thereof  to  the 
collectors  of  fuch  diftricts  refpectivelv.  And  the  faid  collectors  fliall,  at 
the  expiration  of  every  month  after  they  ihall,  refpectively,  commence
